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DETAILED ACTION 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an 
amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Mr. Robert A. Sabourin (Registration No. 35,344) on March 29, 
2005. 

In claim 1, line 9, after "surface", - in a direction was inserted, and 
before "rollers", - drive and follower was inserted. 

In claim 1, lines 9-10, after "the rollers", "in a direction tangential to an 
intersection of the drive and follower rollers" was deleted. 

In claim 9, line 5, after "the", - top - was inserted. 

In claim 9, line 8, after "surface", - in a direction - was inserted. 

In claim 9, line 9, after "roller", "in a direction tangential to an intersection 
of the drive and follower rollers" was deleted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
U.S. Patent Publication No. 2003/0189281 (now U.S. Patent No. 

6,688,591 (Larsen et al.)) is the closest prior art reference. Larsen et al. 
discloses a slip sheet capture mechanism cooperating with a plate cassette 
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having a stack of printing plates each separated by a slip sheet. Also, Larsen et 
al. discloses that the slip sheet capture mechanism includes a foot for holding a 
portion of a slip sheet, and a drive roller and a follower roller forming a nip with 
the drive roller engaging and rotating along a surface of the slip sheet to fold and 
draw the slip sheet in a direction into the nip between the drive roller and the 
follower roller, so that the nip grips the slip sheet. In addition, Larsen et al. 
discloses a pivot arm. However, with regard to the apparatus claim, Larsen et 
al. fails to disclose lowering the cassette away from the slip sheet capture 
mechanism as now set forth in the amended claim. Also, Larsen et al. fails to 
disclose that the pivot arm moves both the slip sheet capture mechanism 
(including the drive roller and the follower roller) and the slip sheet attached 
thereto along an arcuate path as now set forth in the amended claim. 

With regard to the method claim, Larsen fails to disclose raising the 
cassette and lowering the cassette away from the slip sheet as now set forth in 
the amended claim. Also, Larsen et al. fails to disclose moving the drive roller, 
the follower roller, the foot and the top slip sheet over an arcuate path to remove 
the top slip sheet from the cassette as now set forth in the amended claim.
